The forcign funds may Particivato in cach rorvcctivo company within the 
limit of possvcsing half tac raght of voti:.>, and concerning the present 
company, i+ may participate as a stock fund . ily ia shares without the 
Tight of voting. 

Investments as debontures and in forms of Ot.er leans are not restricted. 


The goncral Capitals of Japan and Manchukuo mny participate appropriately 
in each ontorprisinug company. 

The Japanese and wenchurian government will @.ve accommodation and 
assistance to the utmost as to the utilization of tho capital transforrod 
from Nissan to the preosenv company, and in tho obtaining of necossary 
Capitals in the futuro. 


The Manchurian government will think of some suitable good treatment 
towards tho investments in the presen: compnny and in the respective 
companios made by the Japancse and Manchurian privates or by tho foroign 
countries, and tho Japanese government will nseist in tho trusting advance- 
mont of these capitals townrde Manchukuo in ways such as facilitating the 
circulation of the sharos of tho concerning companics in tho home markot. 


The Nittetsu and tho presont company will participate reciprocally in 
the capitals concorning the fron and stcel industry. 


The management of tha presont company will be ontrusted to a powerful 
suitable person anong the Japanese civilians. ‘ 


Allonge: The pe-verfule suitable porson amor.¢ the Japanese civilians is 
pre-arranged as Aynkawa Gisuke, tho present prosidcnt of Nissan, at present. 


12. Tho Manchurian government will adopt adequate supervising methods over 
the present company and other enterprising companies, and will hold a 
close communication with the Japanose governmont concerning the above 
supervision. 


On importing tho products of the above-mentioned companios into the 
domains of Japan, the Japanese government will not in roality handle them 
as foreign goods in relation to custons duties and other things.
